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Prison Parole 
Is Opposed By 
Convict-Pastor

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Aug. 17.— 
A man, once convicted and for the 
past 18 years an evangelist who has 
^specialized in “saving the souls” of 
-uiminals now in prison, openly de­ 
clares himself as opposed to the pa­ 
role of hardened criminals from peni­ 
tentiaries to which they have been 
sentenced. 
This opponent of leniency to the 
hardened criminals is Rev. E. C. Mur­ 
phy, who is speaking nightly in the 
“Chick in Overalls” here. Regardless 
of the city where he may find him­ 
self in the United States, Rev. Mur­ 
phy directs the work of administering 
the gospel to convicts in 50 prisons 
throughout the country as superin­ 
tendent of the Aurora Bible society at 
Aurora, 111. 
Shows Difference. 
“There is a difference between the 
man who steals and the man who is 
a thief.” he contends. “The man who 
steals may be hungry and he may re­ 
pent it afterward. He deserves con­ 
sideration. 
But the man who is a 
thief has chosen that means of mak­ 
ing his living. 
He is a menace to 
society and should be held in the pen­ 
itentiary. 
"There is no doubt that the man 
who is convicted again and again of 
his felonies is mentally unbalanced,” 
he declares. “But that is the reason 
they .should not be allowed to go free.” 
The minister has had exceptional 
success in his work of reforming 
prison inmates. At present, 47 of the 
converts are taking courses in the 
Moody Bible Institute in preparation 
for the ministry. 
The traveling parson, visitor at all 
Df the state prisons he chances to 
pass in his journeys, was a prominent I 
character in a “story behind the story” 
which 
newspapers 
throughout 
the 
country carried in their columns a 
year ago. 
Converted Criminals. 
His work led to the conversion of 
Ralph E. Teter. arrested because of 
his connection with .several Chicago 
robberies. He was one of the promi­ 
nent characters in this “story behind 
the story”. 
After his conversion, Teter turned 
state's witness in the Dearborn street 
mail robbery in Chicago. It was his 
testimony which ended the romantic 
career, hinting of lawlessness, of Big 
Tim Murphy, Chicago gangsters who 
led the robbery planning. 
Concluding his interview, Rev. Mur­ 
phy re-emphasized his stand as op- 
fjosed to the parole of hardened crimi­ 
nals. 
Crime will be with us always. Those 
who are new at crime, who have made 
their first mistake and were caught, 
society has a chance to save. 
For 
those who return to crime a second or 
third time, little can be done with 
them. 
They should 
be put away 
permanently, with no chance of pa­ 
role.”

Johnston Explains Houj 
To Secure License To 
Hunt Deer This Year 


At least 25 inquiries have already 
been received in the past few days by 
Frank N. Johnston, game protector 
in Lawrence county, by local hunters, 
who desire to take out a special li­ 
cense to hunt antlerless deer during 
the season of 1928. 
He makes the following explana­ 
tion of what must be done in order to 
obtain one of these licenses, the num­ 
ber of which will be limited. 
These special licenses, which cost 
$2, will be issued by the county treas­ 
urers of 54 counties in which this type 


of deer is found in large numbers. 
They may not be hunted or shot in 
any other than these counties. Eight 
of these special licenses will be is­ 
sued in the respective counties for 
each legal buck deer killed in these 
counties in the 1927 hunting season. 
■ Mr. Johnston suggests that those 
hunters in this county desiring these 
special licenses select the county in 
which they want to hunt and at once 
make application to the county treas­ 
urer of that county, as the demand 
is great for such licenses and they 


are to be issued in the order in whicn 
applications are received. Because of 
the limited number to be issued, it is 
best to get the application in at once, 
otherwise it might be too late. 
Before a special deer license can be 
secured, it is necessary that the appli­ 
cant for these licenses shall have se­ 
cured a regular residence hunters li­ 
cense. Hunters may take out special 
paid deer hunting licenses in several 
counties. 
Special paid deer licenses 
will be issued about September 1. In 
addition to the $2 license fee, it is 
necessary that the applicant send four 
cents postage for the return of the 
license. 
Both the resident hunters license 
and the special deer license must be 
displayed in the middle of the back 
while hunting for deer. 
The license 
I issued in any cne county is good only 
j in that county. No master how many 
counties a hunter may secure these 
. special licences in, only 
one 
such 
I antlerless deer may be killed by such 
I licensee during the season.

Mr. Johnston expects to receive ap­ 
plication blanks for the special li­ 
censes in the next few days but ad­ 
vises those who want to be sure of 
securing such a license to make appli­ 
cation at once to the treasurer of the 
county desired.

BERLIN, Aug. 17.—“The situation 
in eastern Europe is the same as it 
was In the Balkans before the World 
War.” 
This 
significant 
statement 
was 
made by the Lithuanian Frime Min­ 
ister Voldemarss at a press confer­ 
ence at Kovno in which he discussed 
the Polish-Lithuanian conflict over 
Vilna which Lithuania claims as its 
capital but which Poland seized in 
1920 and kept with the sanction of 
the League of Nations. 
Vilna is the eastern terminal of the 
“European 
danger 
line” 
which 
stretches from the Adriatic, through 
Hungary, to the eastern Baltic. Com­ 
ing at a time when the big powers 
are preparing to sign the Kellogg pact 
to outlaw war, Voldemaras’ state­ 
ment brings a Jarring note into the 
general peace symphony. 
Asked point-blank whether there 
was actual danger of war, Voldemar­ 
as replied evasively: 
Fear Powder BarreL 
“I believe that nobody, not even Po­ 
land would have the 
courage 
to 
throw the torch into the powder bar­ 
rel and accept responsibility for a 
war.” 
Poland and Lithuania will soon hold

tions; it will not even permit Lith­

Vilna. Many prominent Polish leaders 
Including Marshal Pilsudskl who is a 
Lithuanian himself dream of some 
day uniting Poland and Lithuania un­ 
der one general government as they 
were united centuries ago under the 
Lithuania dynasty of the 
Jagellos 
The chances for ultimate agreement 
are therefore slight. 
Meanwhile the Polish-Lithuanian 
border remains closed and Lithuania 
continues to suffer economic distress 
because it is entirely cut off from its 
natural hinterland.

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English Pastor 
Up On Charges 
Gains Acquittal

LONDON, Aug. 17.—An investiga­ 
tion, probing deep into the personal 
life and activities of an English cler­ 
gyman, has ended with a complete 
eeQuittal on all charges save that of 
using “foul language,” thereby occa­ 
sioning scandal and offense in the 
parish. 
The clergyman is the Rev. O. E. 
Hayden, rector of Avening, Glouces­ 
tershire. 
His case, which aroused 
publicity throughout the country, was 
investigated by a commission special­ 
ly appointed by the Bishop of Glou­ 
cester. 
The charges against the minister 
were as follows; 
List of Charges 
T hat he paid court night and day 
to a member, of his flock, Miss Nina 
Chippe. 
That he sought the company of 
Miss Winifred Lillian Sharpe, and on 
one occasion kissing her. 


That he failed to visit and adm in­ 
ister to the sick. 
On these lour charges, he was 
found guilty, and a fifth, that he vis­ 
ited saloons with a frequency unbe­ 
coming a minister, was withdrawn. 
The commission sat as a trial court, 
and sensation testimony was taken. 
Members of the parish testified ioi 
and against the minister, and hi* 
chiei upholders were the young wom­ 
en involved in the suit. They denied 
that the minister has approached 
them in any unbecoming way. 
One of the chief features of the 
case was the charge that the Rev. 
Hayden had spent much of his time 
in ale-houses near the parish, and 
that he had often treated habitues oi 
the place to drinks. The commission 
found there were no grounds for this 
allegation, and the charge withdrawn. 
Used Bad Language 
The Rev. Hayden, who is married, 
stoutly denied all the charges, bm 
admitted that on one or two occa­ 
sions he had used rather strong lan­ 
guage. In this connection, the com­ 
mission returned the following ver­ 
dict: 
“Your commissioners found that 
the Rev. O. E. Hayden had on sev­ 
eral occasions between the year 1921 
or thereabouts, and the year 1928, 
been guilty oi swearing and of using 
foul language, thereby causing scan­ 
dal in the parish of avening, in con­ 
sequence of wnich the ecclesiastical 
duties of the benefice of Avening are 
inadequately 
performed, 
and 
that 
such inadequate performance is due 


to the negligence of the incumbent of 
said benefice.” 
The case will now be considered by 
the Bishop.

LOS ANGELES, Cal., Aug. 17,— 
Youth in revolt is a spectacle pleas­ 
ing to the eye of Sir Edward Sharp, 
English baronet and the only titled 
deiegate to the 10th convention of 
the world's Sunday School Associa­ 
tion recently in session here. 
Those who lau at the extremities 
of the young in modem times lack 
the imagination and insight to pierce 
through the veil of changing dress, 
changing gnorals and changing cus­ 
toms, and to discover a pure, though 
troubled, heart, the English noble­ 
man believes. 
It is a healthy revolt that youth in 
all countries of the world are carry­ 
ing on, Sir Sharp holds, a revolt 
against false ideals and dishonesty. 
And the worldwide rebellion of the 
young generation is headed straight 
for the restoration of m en’s minds of 
the simple teachings of Christ. 
Healthy Insurgence 
“Youth seeks,” the titled delegate 
declared today. 
“It is in a state of 
healthy insurgence. 
The tumultous 
quest through the Jungles of modern 
hypocrisy, crass materialism and dis­ 
honest sham is leading our young 
back to the fundamental rules pro­ 
pounded in the simple words of 
Christ. 
“The revolt of youth is not against 
the Christian teachings of brotherly 
love and peace on earth, but in behalf 
of fV'°m. 
Youth shall 
a tom 
and „trnw. ridden world back to the 
basic principles of Christian.ly.” 
The pessimistic fears of the old and 
mentally weary hold no attraction 
for the baronet, who, himself, is a 
man well along in years. He is young 
in spirit and his bright eyes glisten 
with animation as he talks of youth 
and its problems. 
The prevalent impression th at the 
young are deserting the churchly fold 
is scorned by Sir Sharp and the no­ 
tion, spread by popular novela and 
psuedo-psychologists, th at cold dis­ 
illusionment has supplanted the sim­ 
ple faith of the fathers, meets with 
vigorous denial from the lips of the 
baronet. 
Increased Attendance 
“The steadily increasing attendance 
at Sunday school in England, the 
United States and all countries of 
the world is proof that no wholesale 
desertion of the church is to be found 
among the young,” Sir Sharp averred. 
“The church is winning back the 
boys and girls. 
They soon tire of 
callous disillusionment and seek the 
warmth of faith. 
Despite the mod­ 
em teachings of science and the new­ 
er theories of life, youth’s recognition 
of the simple teachings of the Bible 
will not be denied.” 
The flaming youth idea with its 
extreme sexual suggestions, Sir Sharp 
concluded, is more a figment of the 
adult imagination than an actuality 
in the ranks of the young.

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Lightning Bolt 
Photographed 
In Power Plant 


'International News Service) 
NEW 
YORK, 
Aug. 
17.—Photo­ 
graphing of a bolt of lightning as it 
struck a 220,000 volt transmission line 
at a power station at Lake Wallen- 
paupeck, Pa., has been accomplished 
by General Electric Company engin­ 
eers and the study of the results of 
the bolt and close scrutiny of 
the 
picture, are expected 10 be invalua­ 
ble in working out a system of pro­ 
tecting those lines. 
No devices for protecting the lines 
have yet been worked out, as the 
study Is only in the laboratory stage, 
continuing the work of Charles 
P. 
Steinmetz, who at the time of his 
death was 
studying 
lightning and 
high voltage transmission. 
Voltage Increased 
It was learned by the photograph 
produced in an instant that the vol­ 
tage in the line was increased to 2,- 
500,000 when struck by lightning. The 
line struck is a part of the Pennsyl­ 
vania Power and 
Light: Company’s 
system. 
The picture was obtained on July 
27 and discloses the terrific increase 
in voltage after the bolt hit the line. 
The study permitted 
covered 
only 
forty-millionths of a second after the 
line was struck. 
After that it de­ 
creased with many oscillations to the 
normal 220,000 volts. 
The oscillograph was erected in a 


steel structure to protect the delicate 
machinery. 
The oscillograph is an 
adoption of the cathode ray, which 
has brought many honors to Dr. W. 
D. Coolidge of the General Electric 
Company. 
The thunder storm and electrical 
display came just one week after the 
machinery had been installed and put 
in 
working 
order. 
The 
study 
of 
lightning on high tension wires was 
begun in order to devise means of 
protecting 
them. 
The 
study 
also 
may contribute to a better under­ 
standing of transporting current at 
even higher and consequently cheaper 
voltages.

projects instead of one. 
At Lystra, 
Timothy joined the party of Paul, 
and Luke was added at Troas. 
Closed Doors 
Paul 
was 
not satsified with just 
covering 
the 
ground gone over in 
the previous tour. 
His restless soul 
hungered for new fields and longer 
battle fronts. 
Paul’s first plan was 
to 
push 
on 
straight wrest to the 
province of Asia in the extreme west­ 
ern part of Asia Minor.

Holy Ghost 
to preach the word in 
Asia.” 
This was closed door number 
one.' 
Forbidden thus to go west we learn 
from Paul’s letter to the Galatians 
that they turned sharply northeast 
into Galatia where Paul was smitten 
down for a time with sickness.

had called us to preach the gospel 
unto them.” 
So, the open door of 
larger service explains 
the 
closed 
doors of sickness, reverses and every 
other strange providence of God who 
plans our 
life 
course. 
For every 
door h6 closes to us he will provide 
an open door if we only wait pa­ 
tiently and W’atch prayerfully for it. 
The Gospel Enters Europe 
Thus the gospel entered Europe at 
Troas, and went on to Philippi, where 
a w’oman 
named 
Lydia, a business 
woman of Thyatlra, became the first 
Christian convert in the continent of 
Europe. 
Her conversion was a typ­ 
ical one in that it was preceded by 
the preaching of the w’ord of God 
and prayer, and chiefly in that it j 
was a work of God rather than of j 
Paul, for we read, “whose heart the i 
Lord opened.”

Millions of dollars have been stolen 
Irom comm ercial houses in this m a n ­ 
ner in th e United States. Still Uncle 
R am ’s paym asters continue the h a ­ 
zard 
of carrying their large 
pay­ 
rolls from the treasury d ep artm en t to 
th eir bureaus located in various sec­ 
tions of the capital. 
Armed Guards. 
Accompanied by one or two arm ed 
employes, the governm ent executives 
carried the currency by diverse m e­ 
thods. Some journeyed to the of­ 
fice in taxicabs. Some chose private 
autom obiles while the less wary c a r­ 
ried th eir valuable bag on street cars 
or even walked—a literal invitation 
for a holdup. Twice a m o n th they 
m ade such expeditions.

arm or plate. The plate covers both 
sides and the rear While in the front 
the chauffeur and arm ed guard are 
protected by bullet-proof glass.

MOSCOW, Aug. 17.—Eleven years 
after its establishment Soviet socia­ 
listic industry is being shaken to its 
foundations by a sweeping reorganiza­ 
tion, the purpose of which is to clean 
out grafters, loafers, dumbbells and 
dreamers. At least 2,000 officials, en­ 
gineers and technicians have been 
arrested on charges varying from or­ 
dinary negligence to economic count­ 
er-revolution, the penalty for which 
is death. Even Communist party of­ 
ficial little dreamed that mismanage­ 
m ent and corruption had assumed 
such gigantic proportions. 
Industrial inefficiency trials that 
started with the great Donetz “con- j 
»piracy” proceedings against 53 en- | 
gineers and mine managers in the 
Don basin coal region, will probably 
drag out for a whole year. 
Fifty-six 
engineers and officials of “Donugel,” 
the Don basin coal trust, are already 
being tried on charges of graft, sabot­ 
age and economic counter-revolution. 
Trials To Follow. 
Similar trials will follow for hun­ 
dreds of officials of the steel industry, 
the glass industry, the chemical and 
fertilizer syndicate, the Turkestan ir­ 
rigation development and the build­ 
ing m aterial manufactories in the 
Moscow district. 
The factory workers are showing 
unmistakable signs of weariness—not 


| with socialism which few of them 
understand and not with the fact that 
in theory at least the whole country 
; is being run for their benefit. 
They 
are 
getting 
sick 
of 
ever-lasting 
! changes in bosses, of speeding up 
drives, 
of 
production 
conferences 
I which get nowhere, and of the fact 
that they can’t buy a decent pair of 
shoes for less than $15, a suit of 
clothes for less than $100, or a port­ 
able phonograph or a flat baby’s milk 
bottle for any price. 
Workers Displeased. 
The 
workers 
furthermore 
don’t 
relish the idea that after eleven years 
of whatever government it may be 
their wives have to get soaked to the 
skin by Russian rainstorms standing 
in queues for hours with a few hard- 
earned kopeks waiting to buy a pound 
of brown flour. They don’t compre­ 
hend a lot of other things as stupid 
as, for instance, the city of Moscow 
building workers’ homes on the “beau­ 
tiful shores” of the reservoir so that 
the city water supply became polluted. 
Free vacations with pay, sick bene­ 
fits, pensions and a seven-hour work­ 
ing day may be alright, but they don’t 
put cash in the pockets for a life of 
even the most rudimentary comforts. 
Inefficiency, 
graft 
and 
laziness 
characterized 
Russian 
industry 
in 
Czarist days. 
Costly blunders were 
expected by party leaders as a result 
of the man-made economic revolution 
by which it is hoped partially to 
change an agricultural people into a 
self-sustaining independent industrial 
nation. 
Poor Organization. 
An industrial shake-up a few years 
after thè civil war might have been 
iaughted off, but when the shake-up 
comes eleven years after the revolu- j 
tion, it might indicate that things are 
not organized properly. 
Official statistics show that in in- ! 
dustries established before the revo- j 
lution production costs are from 50 to j 


100 per cent higher than pre-war. 
Costs are 55 per cent higher for a 
poorer quality of goods than in the 
United States though wages are only 
one-seventh as high as in Russia. Ap­ 
proximately 
the 
same 
comparison 
holds for Germany, England and 
France. 
Retails prices of manufac­ 
tured products are from 100 to 1,000 
per cent higher than in capitalistic 
countries because of the inefficient 
Soviet distribution system. 
Communists themselves doubt whe­ 
ther the present wholesale reorganiza­ 
tion will have the desired effect. 
Two distinctly opposite tendencies 
have appeared: The first, which may 
make for more efficient management, 
is the more rigid control of state 
trust officials, who in turn force their 
subordinates to work harder. 
The 
fear of losing their jobs has been 
driven home for the first time, though 
it does not affect the laborers them ­ 
selves. 
Secondly, the immense pro­ 
paganda against hundreds of “trai­ 
tor” engineers has put all professional 
men of the old school under suspicion. 
Many believe that foreign capital 
will have to be called in and given 
complete charge of certain vital in­ 
dustries on terms much more favor­ 
able than those which the Soviets 
are ready to grant at present.

merit, and both parties will exercise 
greater care in sending speakers be­ 
fore the voters in the hinterland. 
Must Be Careful 
Both Herbert Hoover and Gov. A1 
Smith may travel far and wide but 
both must be careful to avoid a con­ 
stant repetition of the same speech, 
for this constant repetition would be 
carried into the ears of voters by way 
of the radio and evoke resentment. 
The old-time buttons, slogans and 
pictures remain, but in addition ar­ 
dent 
party 
workers 
now 
demand 
stickers for windshields and tags for 
their automobiles. 
The “flapper vote” cannot be ig­ 
nored, and 
knowing 
that 
modem 
youth may not be following the fam ­ 
ily tradition of voting either Republi­ 
can or Democratic both parties are 
preparing 
special 
appeals 
to 
the 
young men and women of the nation. 
But while the radio is raised in pop­ 
ular imagination to a high place in 
the campaign, the campaign chiefs 
are placing their old reliance in the 
printed word by way of the news­ 
papers and pamphlets.
